as  follows : — 

The  intent  of  this  Invention  is  to  obtain  cheapness,  cleanliness,  and  comfort, 

wit  less  attention  than  is  required,  for  the  ordinary  smoky  and  wasteful  fire 

10  The  fire-place  is  c^ucted  with  a  chamber  at  the  back  and  sides  for 

cooking,  or  coking  the  coals.  This  chamber  is  covered  in  at  all  parts  except 

that  in  communication  with  the  fire,  consequently  leaving  no  vent  for  the  o-as 

and  bitumenous  smoke  but  into  the  fire;  and  it  will  be  found  useful  for 

_  steam  engines,  domestic  fire,  and  all  purposes  where  the  consumption  of 
lo  smoke  is  desired. 

The  method  for  using  for  domestic  purposes  is  to  put  a  supply  of  coals  into 

the  coking  chamber,  which  forms  the  back  and  sides  of  the  fire-place,  then 

make  up  a  coke  fire  in  front ;  “  thus  the  coals  of  to-day  will  form  coke  for 
the  morrow.” 
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The  fire-place  is  also  eligible  for  greenhouses  or  conservatories,  &c  &c. ;

Jl  back,  or  sides  of  tbe  coking  chamber,  and  bare  a  «.p  doe.  or  shdmg  5 
bottom  to  let  tbe  coke  fall  through  ..hen  requisite.  Tbe  flap  door  or  sliding 
bottom  is  also  useful  for  domestic  purposes. 
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
